WHAT AN UU3HMAN BF.CAMK IN 
THE-EAKLY DAYS OF LOUISIANA. 


Tho proposed colobratiou of tho 200th 


year since La Snlle oxploradtho MiHyissii>- 
pi !o tho 
8GA, und luiil uliiim to tho 


proviuco of Louisinim "for God and for 
Franco," calls up tho curious history of 
that territory, and the straugo changes 
of rule and fortune -in (lie two centuries 
that have pttssod. 
No settlement was 


made there uutil l(it)D, when the first col- 
ony was founded at Biloxi, now in Missis- 
sippi, by Iberville, the Canadian naval 
itud military commander who made warm 
work for the English forts in Hudson 
bay imd other places, and died filially of a 
fever at Havana, far away from tho icy 
scenes of some of his most famous ser- 
vices. 
The French 
held 
Louisiana, 


which was granted as a province in 1717, 
until 1702, when they ceded it to Spain. 
But the new rule was n'evor popular or 
successful, and in 1800 Louisiana was re- 
turned to France, which sold it to the 
United States for §15,000,000 iu 1803. 


One of the ino^t remarkable men who 


was connected with -iho government of 
Louisiana up to the time it became a part 
of 
our territory, was Don Alexander 


O'Reilly, who was scut by the Spanish 
king in 17G8 to look after affairs. 
His 


first act was to kill tho ringleaders of tho 
colonists who had exnelled Ulna, even 
before Spain had taken formal, posses- 
sion of the territory. 
Ho at onco sub- 


stituted for the French laws the Spanish 
code with additions of hia own. 
Thcjr 


were as painful as they were unpopular; 
but the doii did not inind the people as 
long as his acts were approved by tho 
King of 
Spain. His title was won- 


derful 
to 
behold 
and 
hard 
to 


speak, and it is doubtful if even in his 
native Ireland, the disinherited descend- 
ants of any of the mighty but little kings 
could boast of anything better than tins: 
—Don Alexander O'Reilly, commander of 
DeufayoU, of the order of Alcantara, lieu- 
tenant-general of the armies of his most 
catholic majesty, inspector-general of the 
infantry, and, by commission, governor 
and captain-general of the province of 
Louisiana. 
Some of the over-titled gov- 


ernor's laws were Every curious, notably 
the form of oath prescribed for an official, 
which began, "J nwear before God. the 
holy cross ami the evangelists, to defend 
and uphold the mystery of tho immaculate 
conception of our lady the Virgin Mary." 
and ended with a pledge never to tax 
tho poor, 
which 
WHS done, however, 


in a more or less public way. 
He was 


governor of the province for only a year, 
and then, 
returning to. Spain with a 


record tlmt Kiiited the king, he was made 
governor of Madrid and aftonviird of 
Cadiz nnd captain-general of Andalusia. . 
In 1775 he commanded an unsiiccsssfr 
expedition against Algiers, when 
hi 


power apparently began to weaken, 
when ho wus captain-general of Andalnsi 
the native officers raised a stvong f e e ^ 
against him HE-3 ho was deprived of rank 
offices, employments', and reduced to ; 
pension.
